Well, it's "Juke Box Saturday Night," 
every night at the Marriott Lincolnshire 
Theater, now that David Bell's sprinted *40s 
versiorfof "The Boys FronTSyracuse;""has 
arrived. 

This very-difficult-to-do, 1938 Rodgers and 
Hart musical, is handled beautifully by 
Marriott's actors and technicians.

Timing is the whole ball of wax in this one, 
and the premier performance had that down 
pat. Without it, the core of the plot, the con- 
stant hilarious, almost-encounters of four 
twins who haven't seen each other since 
birth, would have fallen flat. 

Marriott veterans Kurt Johns and Bob 
Rahn, handle what passes for the twin 
romantic leads, Antipholus of Syracuse and 
Arttipholus of Ephesus with style. Director 
Bell even comes up with an uncanny resem- 
blance between the two that I never noticed 
during many of their previous Marriott stin- 
ts. 

Both do a good job in the singing depart- 
ment, but Johns' richer voice gives him the 
edge there, while Rahn is the Baryshnikov of 
the two. 

Gene and Joel Sager, also look alike, but 
this time it's understandable because they 
are real twins.
